inson, Jr.—to the scene of his crime today, prosecuting 
authorities made plans for an immediate trial. The death 
penalty for the kidnaper of Mrs. Alice Speed Stoll was a 
distinct possibility. 


Captured in Glendale, Gal., last night, Robinson was in 


a chartered transport plane bound eastward two hours 
later. His arrest cleaned the slate of major public enemies

Already under in- 
dictment for violation of the Lind- 
bergh law; there was a possibility 
that he might be tried under the 
Kentucky law that provides death 
for kidnaping, whether or not the 
victim is harmed. The Lindbergh 
law specifies death for kidnapers 
who harm their victims and federal 
authorities intimated that 
the

subjected made that specification 
operative against Robinson. 


United States District Attorney 


Bunk Gardner announced today 
that Robinson would be brought to 
trial immediately, but state offi- 
cials were known to be eager to try 
him too.

A GLANCE AT 
OUR 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


I have been asked to write some- 


thing about our Public Library here 
in Circleville. I am very glad to 
do this, as I have been for some 
time, an admirer of this excellent 
institution. 


The following article does not 


aim to make a thorough-going sur- 
vey of the many good features of 
the Library. 
Its purpose is not 


description, but appreciation. It 
will, therefore, deal very little 
with details. 


The following features seem to 


the writer interesting and impres- 
sive: 


First, the famous series of cuts 


of birds' nests and eggs which, if 
it had no other possession of im- 
portance, would confer great honor 
and distinction upon the Library. 
One feels justified, when viewing 
this collection, in violating the 
caution not to multiply adjectives. 
Such words as lovely, marvelous, 
amazing-, fairly leap into 
one's 


mind and to one's lips in seeking 
to describe these pictures. 


Another strong feature, so far 


as secular publications are con- 
cerned, is the magazine depart- 
ment. The selection excels both in 
quality and variety. There is here 
mental food for both highbrows 
and middlebrows, and, possibly, 
for lowbrows. One thing, However, 
is lacking; namely, the religious 
element, there being practically 
nothing of this sort. 
It seems to 


the Writer that there should be 
not only Protestant, but also Ro- 
man 
Catholic, publications; for 


there are even some Protestants 
who would appreciate knowing 
current Roman Catholic thought. 


Again, the Library is rich in bio- 


graphical and historical literature, 
of both past and current produc- 
tion. 


Again, the Library ;is giving at- 


tention to children's literature. Its 
shelves abound in works of this 
class. 


Once more, the Library has an 


abundance of fiction, some of it 
being of very high grade. 
This 


department is an important one, 
since one realizes that the ma- 
jority of persons probably read 
more fiction than any other class 
of literature. A taste of this sort 
is not 
to be discouraged; but 


it 
is 
important 
that 
it 
be 


kept under control, lest mental 
or cultural indigestion ensue. This 
is where the work of the library 
board and of the librarian and her 
associates can come 
into good 


play. 
One other feature that renders 


the Library useful to its patrons 
is found in the cases of books on 
special subjects, which are con- 
stantly changing in contests with 
varying needs. 


Then too, upon the delivery-desk 


are always to be found new works 
on a great variety of subjects, as 
well as new editions of works that 
have achieved great reputation or 
have been among the best sellers. 
There is scarcely any book much 
talked of that one is not likely 
to find in the Library. 


Still 
another feature 
which 


makes the Library especially ser- 
viceable is the series of bulletins 
announcing radio broadcasts, out- 
standing movies, and worth-while 
magazine articles. 


One should not conclude such an 


article as this without a tribute 
to the fine efficiency of the man- 
agement, or without a word of 
appreciation of the courteous at- 
tention received when visiting the 
Library. 


Circleville has every reason to 


be proud of her Library. 
In the 


opinion of the writer, it is compar- 
able with larger libraries that he 
has known.

Three cups strawberries 
One and one-half cup sugar 
Five to seven sprigs mint or 
One-half teaspoon mint flavor 
One and one-half tablespoon un- 


flavored gelatine dissolved in one- 
fourth cold water 


One and three-fourth cups water 
Pinch of salt, and one cup whip- 


ping cream 


Wash, hull and drain the berries, 


then slice them. 
Mix the sugar, 


water, salt and mint sprigs to- 
gether and bring 
slowly to boil- 


ing point. 
Let simmer ten min- 


utes. 
Remove the mint leaves- 


Pour over the soaked gelatine and 
»tir until dissolved. (If mint fla- 
vor is used, add here.) While the 
syrup is still hot, pour over the 
strawberries. 
Stir. 
When the 


mixture is two-thirds set, pour 
into a baked pastry shell, chill 
in refrigerator. 
Half hour before 


serving, whip the cream and place 
over the top of pie. Note—Three 
tablespoons of saturated 
sugar 


solution added to the cream when 
it is almost whipped, will aid in 
holding it firm on pies and cakes.
